THE YLANG-YLANG OIL. 

Two fine planta of the Cananga odorata, 
from which the celebrated perfume known 
as “ Ylang-Ylang” is obtained, 'werein 
flower in-the Botanical Gardens here’ a 
week or two since. There plants wero, we 
understand, originally introduced here a8 a 

~ present for the Russian Admiral on this 
station, but were never handed over to that 
officer, as he was called away to take part 
in the Russo-Turkish war. They thon 
found their way into Mr Ford's hands ; and 
they are now in a flourishing condition. It. 
was believed, by our informant that these 
were tho only specimens of this ‘valuable 

* plant in the Colony ; but on’ inquiry we 
find that, forty or fifty plants aro now 
thriving’ in the gardon at Kowloong be- 
longing to Mr J. D. Humphreys, ‘There 
are also, we are informed, in that gentle. 
man’s plantation on Kowloong side, some 
specimens of the kindred plant, the Af ichelia 
chamyiaea, which is described as “a tree of 

. the natural family Magnoliacew, native o 

India, which is an exceedingly great favorite 
on account of tho very pleasant odour of its 
yellow flowers and: which was highly prized 
‘alroady iti anciont tines by the Hindus.” 

: Aw it may be of some interest to somo of 
our readers, we append few notes on the 
Cananga or Ylang-Ylang oil, by F. A 
Flucckiger, which appear in ‘New Re- 
modies ” for April last :— 

. This oil has acquired. somo ropute in 
consequence of its aroma, which is pro- 
nounced by most observers as exccodingly 
pleasant. The’ tree-from the flowers of 
which the oil,known as Ylang-Ylang, or 
Alan, i, ia dorived, is Cunangs odorati 
Hooker fil. ot Thomson, of the nat: fam. 
Anonacem, from which fact it is nanied in 
many. price-lists Oleum Anon or. Oleun 
‘Unonw. I do not know whether any men- 
tion of the tres can be ‘traced in the old 
Hindu* or Chinese literature.
